| would imply its recognition as such. 

Due note is made of the fact that raw 
cotton could be made up into clothing 
for the military uses of a belligerent, but 
the secretary s3ys that a military use 
for the use of the army and garrison 
might possibly be made of food stuffs 
of every description which mignat be ship- 
ped from neutral ports to the block- 
aded ports of a belHgerent.

He 
pointed out that the government.objece 
tion to the seizure of the Malacca wags 
based entirely on the British contention 
that the ships issuing from the Black 
sea under the commercial flag of Russia 
were Incompetent to convert themselves 
into cruisers. : 

“We remonstrated therefor very strong- 
ly with the Russian government and 
they showed a desire to meet us,” con- 
Balfour, “but anh tmportant 
thing to remember is that it is another 
issue. It is the first time the incident 
has foccurred since the treaty of Paris 
or the treaty of London, on which our 
objection is based, have come into ex- 
istence. If the Russian government was 
right in its contention the captors of 
the Malacca would have had the right 
to take her to a Russian port and before 
a prize court. If we were right there 
was no justification for her seizure. Our 
object was to prevent this new incident 
developing into one which would cause 
a great strain hetween the two covUfie 
tries—a condition of strain which might 
very easily, In my opinion, have devel- 
oped further.

lease of the road from the state. But 
both at the time he was traffic manager 
and afterward he was the first man to 
call the attention of the railroads to 
the discrimination in freight rates against 
Atlanta. More than this, he was the 
one man in the entire railroad world who 
furnished facts and figures regarding this 
discrimination against Atlanta, which is 
now in the hands of the railroad com- 
mission, of which he is to be a member 
next week. 

From this it will be seen that Governor 
Terrell has selected a remarkably strong 
man for the position, and he was general- 
ly complimented on his ch@®ice by those 
who knew of the appointment last night. 
News of the appointment is certain to 
be received with genuine pleasure by all 
Atlantans, for Mr. Brown has firmly es- 
tablished a reputation not alone for in- 
tegrity, but of being one of the ablest 
thinkers and most careful students as 
well. 

Well Equipped for Place. 

While under the law it was necessary 
fér the governor to appoint a railroad 
man, those in a pesition to know are 
certain that Mr. Brown is the one man 
either inside or outside of railroad cir- 
oles for the position.

Mr. Jordan’s Resignation. 

While the appointment of Mr. Brown is 
certain to be hailed with genuine satis- 
faction by everyone, it has been a long 
time since the resignation of any public 
official has occasioned more sincere re- 
gret than has that of present Commis- 
sioner G. Gunby Jordan. Mr. Jordan is 
himself presonally responsible for the 
regret which his resignation has occa- 
sioned. 

Mr. Jordan ig also a practical railroad 
man, a fact which he has established on 
very many occasions in matters of dis. 
pute brought to him in the discussion of 
freight matters. In addition to being a 
rafilroad mah, Mr. Jordan is a splendid 
example of the real southern developer. 
And it ts in this connection that as a 
promoter of industrial interests he has 
made himself conspicuous among: the 
makers of present history, and now finds 
his time too greatly engrossed to per- 
mit his continuing in the service of the 
state. 

Mr. Jordan is a native Georgian from 
Hancock county, and served with distinc- 
tion during the war between the states 
as one of Nelson's rangers. With the 
close of the war he entered the grocery 
business in Columbus and a short time 
later became fdentified with the textile 
industry in which he has made both a 
fortune and a most enviable reputation. 

In 1894 Mr. Jordan resigned all con- 
nections with railroad interests which he 
had at the time and accepted the position 
of railroad commissioner tendered him 
by Governor Northen. At Governor Ter- 
rell’s earnest request he was persuaded 
to continue his duties as a commissioner 
where his knowledge of railroad matters 
had made him a most able and capable 
mem ber. 

Mr. Jordan's reasons for resigning are 
on account of the pressure of personal 
business matters, which are set forth in 
his letter to the governor. 

Governor Terrell leaves no room for 
doubt as to the way he feels regarding 
the resignation of Railroad Commissioner 
Jordan. His letter accepting the resig- 
nation follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 8, 1904.—Hon. G 
Gunby Jordan, Columbus, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
Learning from you last Saturday that 
for reasons set forth in your letter of 
May 16, you could not be persuaded to 
withdraw your resignation as a member 
of the rallroad commission, I hereby ac- 
cept same, to take effect the I5th in- 
stant, in accordance with your request. 

“I wish to express my sincere regrets 
at your resignation, and in doing so I 
feel that I not only represent my; 
own sentiments, but those of the people 
of Georgia, as the state never had a more 
faithful and efficient member of the com- 
mission. Very truly yours,

Has Many Business Interests. 

To the state at large, the announcement 
of Commissioner Jordan’s resignation will 
be a great surprise, as the office of rail- 
road commissioner, both in salary and 
length of term is one of the best offices 
of the state government.

“Among the most dangerous criminals, 
and esepecially among those prone to 
commit this particular kind of offense, 
there are plenty of a temper so fiendish 
or 80 butal ag to be incompatible with 
any other than a brutish order of in- 
telligence; but these men are neverthe- 
less responsible for their acts and noth- 
ing more tends to encourage the crime 
among such méh than the belief that 
through the plea of insanity or any other 
method it is posstble for them to escape 
paying the just penalty of their crimes. 
The crime in questfon is one to the ex- 
istence of which we owe the spirit of 
lawlessness which takes in lynching. It 
is a crime so revolting that the criminal 
is not entitled to one particle of sympa- 
thy from any human being. It is es- 
sential that punishment for it should be 
not only as certain, but ag swift as possi- 
ble. The jury in this case did their duty 
by recommending the Infliction of the 
death penalty. It is to be regretted that 
we do not have special provision for 
more summary dealing with this type of 
cases. The more we do what in us lieg to 
secure certain and swift justice in deal- 
ing with these cases the more effectively 
do we work against the growth of that 
lynching spirit which is so full of evil 
omen for this people, because it seeks 
to avenue one infamous crime by the 
commission of another of equal infany.

Crease in these persona] interests 
makes such action imperative. He 
aas proven one of the ablest members 
the commission has ever had. Ever 
watchful of the interests of the state 
and of all its people, his business abil- 
ity and his railroad experience have 
made him an invaluable officer. 

It can be said without fear of con- 
tradiction that no other man could 
have been found in Georgia whose ap- 
pointment would have more complete- 
ly met the requirements of the situa- 
tion than Joseph M. Brown. He has 
had wide experience as a practical 
railroad man. Twenty-two years ago 
he entered the service of the Western 
and Atlantic as a freight clerk. He 
had been educated for the law, but his 
health at that time would not permit 
his following “that profession. Later 
he became general freight agent, gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent, and 
then traffic manager. Throughout his 
entire service, which was brought to 
an end by ais resignation about six 
years ago, he demonstrated that he 
possessed not only an intimate knowl 
edge of the details of the branch of 
railroading with which his lot was 
cast in an official way, but what is 
even more important, that he hdd a 
broad understanding of the true rela- 
tionship of the railroads to the people. 
It will be recalled that years ago he 
took up the matter of the freight rate 
discrimination against Atlanta and 
Other Georgia points, and the argu- 
ments being made today for a read- 
justment of freight rates to an impar- 
tial basis are in exactly the line of 
his efforts years ago.

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Back Numbers.

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In Justice to Georgia. 

The state of Georgia owes itself and 
its people no higher duty than that 
to pay respectable, living salaries to 
the judges of its courts. 

Today the Comas bill, providing 
that the salary of each justice of the 
supreme court shall hereafter be 
$4,000 a year, while that of each su- 
perior court judge shall be $3,000 a 
year, will come up in the house for 
final action. This bill has passed the 
senate and it requires only the action 
of the house to insure its becoming 
a law. 

The judges of our courts are the 
poorest paid of all Georgia’s public 
servants. They hold the most respon- 
sible of all positions, the rights of all 
the people are in their hands, because 
of the character of the position they 
are cut off from all possibility of oth- 
er income from their profession, and 
yet every other class of officials is 
better paid. 

As a rule, the men who hold the 
judgeships could command «pn income 
taree or four or five times as aia | 
were they to devote thg¢ir talents to 
the practice of the law as active at- 
torneys, but the honor that attaches 
to the office appeals, naturally, to 
their professional pride. Were, it 
merely a question of salary, it would. 
be impossible for Georgia to secure 
the services of such ble men as now 
serve it upon the supreme and circuit! 
benches. The people know this and | 
understand it. These men, however, 
Should not be made to pay the price 
of large personal sacrifice in return | 
for the opportunity given them to 
serve the state. 

The salaries of the judges stand to- 
day as they did in 1877, when the con- 
stitution was made. Since that time 
the population and wealth of Georgia 
have increased immeasurably; with 
this growth has come a great increase 
in Htigation and in consequence a 
great increase in the work of the 
judges; the cost of living is much 
higher tl..n at the time the makers of 
the constitution fixed the present sala- 
ries; under the conditions which have 
come with these increases, the solici- 
tors general, who are the prosecuting 
officers for the state, in almost every 
instance enjoy an income from their

A comparison shows that in very 
few states, and those are the smaller 
ones, do the justices of the supreme 
court draw as small salaries as do the 
eminent jurists who serve Georgia, | 
the Empire State of the South, in| 
that capacity; in no other state are! 
judges of the same jurisdiction as our 
circuit court judges paid as smal! sal- 
aries as we pay here. 

The makers of the constitution con- 
templated that the time would come 
when the salaries of the judges ought 
to be increased. While tne --1-—. .. 
tached to most other offices was spe- 
cifically fixed and could not be 
changed without amendment to the 
constitution, that instrument itself pro- 
vides that in the cases of +’ judges, 
the matter of increase shal] rest with 
the general assembly. The time has 
come for the legislative body to exer- 
cise that power. 

The increase provided in the Comas 
bill is just to the judges, but by en- 
acting it into law the legislature will 
be doing a greater justice to the state. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that the 
house will do its part in bringing 
about that result. 
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Early Cotton Weevil-Proof. 

It is being demonstrated in Texas 
this season that early planted cotton 
of the early maturing varieties is not 
materially injured by the bol! weevil. 

The weevil is most active and num- 
erous late in the summer. Aware of 
this fact, the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railroad, which has a large mile- 
age in Texas, bought a large c-cntity 
of early varieties of cotton seed in 
Georgia and North Carolina, which it 
sold at first cost to the farmers along 
its line in the hope that the experi- 
ment would outwit the pestiferous in- 
sect which has devastated the cotton 
fields of southern Texas for the past 
few years. With the seed was given 
careful cultura] instructions, the main 
requirement being that the seed be 
planted early and the plant cultivated 
often. 

It is said that the experiment prom- 
ises complete success. The ¢otton 
crop along the “Katy” is coming to 
maturity several weeks earlier than 
cotton ever matured there before, and 
the weevils will not be able to do it 
serious harm unless they suddenly 


change their business habits. It is the

HE tax assessor system brought an 
increase of nearly $2,500,000 to the 
aggregate taxable property of the 
county of Bibb, according to a letter re- 
ceived by Comptroller General Wright 
yesterday from Tax Receiver R. J. An- 
derson, of that,county. 

This letter, which was looked —_, 
prophetic by the advocates of the 
assessor plan, read as follows: 

“W. A. Wright, Bsq., Comptroller Gen- 
eral, Atlanta, a.—Dear Sir: I have work- 
ed this year under a plan recommended 
by the grand jury and carried out by 
the county commissioners similar to the 
Hall tax assessor bill, including the sen- 
ate substitute or amendment, except that 
they went further and had made a dia- 
gram of every piece of property in the 
county with the owner’s name and the 
value on the plat. 

“The result is an increase of $2,489,- 
690 for Bibb county. 

“Now if every county in the state would 
do this there is no telling what the in- 
crease would be for the state. Yours 
truly, R, J. ANDERSON, 
“Tax Receiver, Bibb County, Georgi2” 

Up to last evening the tax digests of 
114 counties had been received by. Cap- 
tain W. H. Harrison, chief clerk in the 
Office of Comptroller General Wright. 
Captain Harrison has compiled figures 
showing the aggregate increase in these 
114 counties to be $17,292,503. 

There are still twenty-three counties to 
be heard from and among them are three 
of the largest counties of the state; in 
fact, the three largest—Fulton, Chat- 
ham and Richmond. large gains are 
looked for in all the twenty-fhree coun- 
ties and the aggregate gains tor the 
entire state, it is thought, will exceed 
£20,000,000. 

Bibb county was heard from by Ilet- 
ter yesterday, though the digest has not 
arrived. The figures are, howover: For 
1904, $20,175,285; for 
the gain being $2,489,690. The digésts 
for six other counties all but one show- 
ing a gain, this latter being Meriwether, 
whose digest summary was: For 1904, 
$1,942,160: for 1903, $1,995,884, the loss 
being $53,724.

SENATE BUSY

Comas_ Bill, Commission 
Merchants Bill and Hop- 
kins Bill Pass. 


Several important measures, were passed 
by the senate during the afternoon ses- 
sion, these including the Comas bill -to 
require railroads to equip lumber cars 
with standards and supports, the “‘com- 
mission merchants bill and the Hop- 
kins bill to prescribe the situs of per- 
sona] property returns in counties other 
than that of the owner’s residence. 

These three bills were all debated at 
some length and the session was lively 
and extended. Quite a number of other 
bills besides these three were passed and 
the Berry anti-free pass bill was taken 
up, but tabled before a vote was had. 
This measure, it will be remembered, 
was defeated by two votes several days 
ago, and yesterday was reconsidered by 
unanimous consent. 

The Comas lumber car equipment bill 
was reported adversely by the senate 
committee on railroads, but Senator Math- 
ews, chairman of that committee, spoke 
in favor of the passage of the bill and 
offered an amendment imposing a penalty 
of $1 instead of $5 on railroads failing 
to properly equip flat cars furnished lum- 
ber shippers, 

Some days ago the senate railroad com- 
mittee decided to report the bill favor- 
ably by substitute, the change to be made 
being an allowance of weight not ex- 
ceeding 500 pounds for the equipment, 
but not requiring railroads to furnish 
the equipment. This substitute was not 
aacceptable to the lumber men, however, 
and the committee at a meeting yesterday 
morning voted to report the bill un- 
favorably. 

Senator Mathews stated that his amend- 
ment fixing the penalty at $1 would sat- 
isfy the saw mill men and that he thought 
it was \both just to this large interest 
and a matter of benefit to the state at 
large that the bill should pass as he had 


amended it.

The supreme 
court has decided what a casual defi- 
ciency is and has expressly stated that 
it is a deficiency unforeseen at the time 
appropriations were made.”’ 

Amendment Is Debated. 

Senator Mathews asked if the commit- 
tee’s amendment fixing the school appro- 
priation at $800,000 would not create a 
deficit and Senator Davis replied that it 
would to the extent of about $50,000. 

“Wouldn’t that, then, be uncdnstitu- 
tional?” demanded Sénator Mathews, 
and Senator Davis answered: 

“Yes, and if the governor did his strict 
duty he would veto the bill even in that 
shape. Bue we have got so in the habit 
of letting these small discrepancies 
creep into the general appropriations 
bill that the governor goes ahead and 
signs the bills, borrowing money as for 
casual deficiencies to meet the deficit, 
the decision of the supreme court to the 
contrary notwithstanding.” 

Senators Atkinson and Harrell asked 
Senator Davis if it was right and proper 
to increase appropriations for certain in- 
stitutions and cut tne common school 
appropriation. 

“IT would Mke to get that idea out of 
the senate’s head,’ said Senator Davis. 
“We are not cutting the school fund. 
In appropriating $800,000 we increase 
the appropriation by $225,000; that is, 
we increase the total common school 
fund by that amount,” 

‘‘Yes,” rejoined Senator Atkinson, “‘but 
the increase comes from an increase in 
the returns from conyict hire and other 
special sources; the appropriation itself 
is cut.’’ 

“It takes a general law appropriating 
the money to make it available for the 
scnools, however,” continued Senator 
Davis. “I'd Hke to ask ine senators how 
they would do at home—if they would 
deliberately spend more than their 
known income and if so how long they 
would expéct to remain out of the hands 
of a receiver. Lét’s do the same by the 
state that we would by ourselves.”’ 

Senator Tisinger spoke in favor of the 
McMichael amendment, saying: 

“Tl feel that I owe the senate no apolo- 
gy for espousing the cause of the bare- 
foot boys and girls of Georgia. I have no 
compunction concerning the constitution 
with regard to the matter in hand. The 
decision referred to by the distinguished 
gentleman who has just spoken is strain- 
ed.

Julius White, aghort time an employee 
of the Seaboard Air Line railway, wants 
$2,000 damage because he alleges in pa- 
pers filed in the clerk’s office yesterday 
he was injured and damaged to that 
extent financially. White entered the 
service of the. Seaboard Air Line during 
the present year and was assigned to 
work in the depot building. On the 28th 
of the past month he was given a task 
in the discharge of which he was com- 
pelled to use a truck, which when loaded 
or unloaded required him to shove the 
wheels over the cement floor of the depot 
building. In discharging that work White 
alleges he pushed his truck into a hole 
in the cement floor; of which he knew 
nothing. The depression in the floor 
caused his truck to veer and in doing 
so the load fell upon White's left foot, 
crushing and mashing it. Had the 
Plaintiff known that a defect in the 
flooring existed he might have, so his 
papers assert, avoided the accident. Had 
there been no defect in the floor, the 
allegations declare, there would have 
been no trouble !n moving the truck 
with any danger possible. The plaintiff 
makes an exhibit of hig surgeon’s bill 
and asks for $2,000 as a recompense for 
his loss of time, his injuries, his bodily 
suffering and satisfaction. The case will 
be heard finally in the city court, Sid- 
ney Tapp being attorney for the plaintiff.
